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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Seegers (6,439,722) clearly discloses (Fig. 3) a 
multimedia film (82) on the screen (80) and measuring the color values using the colorimeter to produce the color profiles of the monitors 
(Col. 1 , lines 32-37). Evanicky (US 2004/0036708) discloses (Figs. 9, 14 and 1 5) a colorimeter (800a) positioned near the display screen 
(216) for measuring the gray levels and the color RGB values (Fig. 15). Liang (5,579,031) also discloses (Figs. 1-2) a computer system 
for executing the color management is different from the display screens (12 and 14) to be measured by the colorimeter (36) (Col. 5, line 
58 to col. 6, line 20). 
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
